The Grayling Township | 
Board, at a meeting held on |, 
Wednesday, Oct. 11, adopted a | 
resolution of intent to establish 
Grayling Township as a Chenier 
township. " 

In Michigan, uilins can 
operate as a general-law town- 
ship or as a charter township, 
which is similar to operating as 
a corporation. Grayling 
Township operated as a general- 
law township since 1873. 

Charter townships make it 
more difficult for neighboring 
munictpalities to annex land. 
Charter townships also have the 
ability to offer more services to 
residents. 

A charter township can be 
established by a vote of the peo- 
ple, which would automatically 
give the township board authori- 
ty to levy up to five mills to pay 
for township services. 

Since the the township board 
voted to establish the charter \ 

township by resolution, it 
waived its ability to be able to i 
raise taxes without putting the i 
funding proposals before voters. 

“If we want to raise taxes, we 
have to put the tax request on the 
ballot at the general election,”

Grayling Township Supervisor 
Terry Wright said. “We can’t 
raise them on our own.” 

Wright said as the township 
transitions to becoming a char- 
ier township, there will be few 
noticeable changes for the pub- 
lic. 

The township board will have 
to add two township trustees in 
the 2008 general election. 
There are currently two town- 
ship trustees serving on the 
board. The township will also 
change from a July to June 30 
fiscal year to an April 1 to 
March 31 fiscal year, 

Wright said operating as a 
charter township will allow 
officials to develop short and 
long-term plans to provide 
municipal services for potential 


industrial and commercial busi- 
nesses and other growing areas 
in the township. 

“Any time you can organize 
and plan for the future, you’re a 
little ahead of the game,” 
Wright said. 

Citizens opposed to the town- 
ship incorporating as a charter 
township have the ability to 
force a referendum vote. The 
petition must include signatures 
from 10 percent of the voters 
who cast ballots in the last elec- 
tion for township supervisor. 
The deadline to submit the peti- 
tions is Dec. 26. 

Wright said residents were 
polled at a public hearing on 
the charter township changes 
last week, and all were in favor 
of moving forward with the 
plan.

MDOT joins city to address stormwater runoff

The Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) is pig- 
gybacking on a project to filter 
the stormwater runoff from the 
roads before it flows into the 
AuSable River. 

The Grayling City Council, at 
its regular mecting last week, 
approved a contract with MDOT 
to pay for two units that will fil- 
ter sediments, oi! and trash from 
stormwater before in runs into 
the river. 

MDOT will pay $90,000 for 
two vortechnic units, one which 
will be located by Ray’s 
Canoeing & The Fly Factory, and 
another unit in the Grayling City 
Park. The units will filter 
stormwater runoff from heavy 
rain falls and snow melts from 
the I-75 Business Loop. 

The City of Grayling received 
a $758,000 grant through the 
state’s Clean Michigan Initiative 
program, which is administered 
by the Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality (DEQ), 
to retrofit the stormwater system. 
The city has matched the project 
with $127,000, and dozens of 
conservation and angling groups 
have also donated fimds for the 
initiative. 

The purpose of the project is to 
reduce by 80 percent the runoff 
entering the AuSable River from 
paved surfaces in the city. 
Stormwater runoff, carrying oils 
and grease, sediment, trash, pes- 
ticides and other hazardous 
materials, is one of the primary 
gources of pollution in the water- 
Shed.

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through Grayling. Matntenance 
funds were found to contribute to 
the project, 

“We support any of their 
efforts to improve the water qual- 
ity in Grayling, and we'll be 
happy to work with them when 
we can,” Owen said. 

Two additional vortechnic 
units, one Jocaled off of Burton 
Court, and another off of Maple 
Street near Borchers AuSable 
Canoe Livery and Bed and 
Breakfast, will be installed. The 
four units will address stormwa- 
ter from the eity’s downtown 
business district. 

Porath Contractors, Inc. of 
Houghton Lake, has been 
approved to do. the work for a bid 
of $214,852. Construction will 
begin on Nov. I. 

The first phase of the project 
entailed planting 86 rain gardens, 
which allows stormwater to natu- 
rally filter back to the river on the 
south side of the community, A 
vortechnic unit was also installed 
south of the river. 

Brad Jensen, the executive 
director of Huron Pines Resource 
and Conservation District, said 
MDOFP funding will allow grant 
funds to be used clsewhere in the 
city. 

“Those funds will allow us to 
stretch the grant a little further 
and we can spend those fuads on 
additional measures to protect 
the river, which really helps outa 
fot,” Jensen said,

“The conventional approach to 
stormwater management has 
been to convey — untreated 
stormwater directly into the fear 
est stream or fake through a 
sertes of pipes, ditches and other 
structures,” said Rick 
Shoemaker, a DEQ district 
supervisor, “By utilizing low 
impact development techniques 
to direct much of the stormwater 
fo vegetated tnfiltration areas, 
this cooperative effort bebween 
the City ol Grayling aud tls many 
partners has turned tradition on 
its head.”

FIVE IMPORTANT ballot proposals 
call for action by Michigan voters at the 
November 7 election. 

These are in addition to picking a gov- 
ernor, US senator, members of congress, 
state attorney general and secretary of 
state, senators and representatives, 
supreme court and appeals court judges, 
education boards, as well as local 
judges, county commissioner and other 
government officials, plus deciding a 
variety of requests for new local taxes 
and a number of other local proposi- 
tions. 

"Four of the five statewide proposals 
generally are complicated and have deep 
ramifications beyond the words that 


"appear on the ballot. 


The other is dove hunting. After sever- 
al tries, the legislature approved extend- 
ing Michigan’s hunting field to include 
shooting mourning doves.

PROPOSAL FOUR would enact a 
new law by referendum, a system where- 
by public petitions submit a proposed 
new law to the legislature, which has 40 
days to act. If there is no action, the pro- 
posed law goes to the public for deci- 
sion. That’s what happened here. 

Proposal Four involves school fund- 
ing. It requires the legislature to increase 
state funding for local K12 schools, 
intermediate school districts, community 
colleges, state universities and other 
state-supported education programs 
each year by at least the rate of inflation. 

Certain other provisions for guaran- 
teed state funding also are involved, 
including a cap on local contributions to 
teacher retirement; opponents claim 
two-thirds of the money would go into 
teacher retirement benefits. 

The Michigan Education Association 
(MEA), Michigan PTA and some other 
groups back the proposal. Some local 
districts suppcrt it, others do not, gener- 
ally depending on current levels of each 
one’s state aid. 


The Michigan Chamber of 


Commerce, League of Women Voters, 
most newspaper editorials and others 
oppose the whole idea, mostly based on 
guaranteed higher state support for 
teacher retirements benefits. 

* * * 

PROPOSAL ONE has drawn only 
fragmented open opposition, It would 
amend the constitution to move all funds 
already earmarked by the constitution or 
existing state law into a hands-off 
“Conservation and Recreation Legacy 
Fund” within the constitution to be used 
only for “their intended purposes.” 

Fans of the idea seek to protect the 
various funds raised for specific purpos- 
es from being used by lawmakers for 
other purposes ... sort of like borrowing 
from separate cookie jars when cash is 
short to. use where needed, and to be 
repaid when other finances get better. 
Some opponents argue that it’s all public 
money in one way or another, so why not 
use where needed. In addition, putting 
all this detail into the constitution is 
questionable policy. 

Proposal Two is the most hotly iba 
ed among ail five proposals. It amends 
the constitution to prohibit preferential 
treatment to groups or individuals in 
public education, public employment or 


Affirmative action always stirs much 
debate. Suffice it to say that how one 
votes likely depends on what one 
believes to be the benefits or the 
inequities of preferences “based on race, 
gender, color, ethnicity or national ort- 
gin” in the public domain. 

Proposal Four would amend the state 
constitution to prohibit any government 
from taking private property by eminent 
domain for “purposes of economic 
development or increasing tax revenue.” 
If an individual’s home is taken for pub- 
lic use, it would guarantee payment of at 


least 125 percent of the fair market value ; 


of property. . 

The proposal stems from a recent US 
Supreme Court decision which broad- 
ened government’s ability to seize pri- 
vate property. The court also invited 
state governments to set their own stan- 
dards by state law, and the Michigan 
Supreme Court recently set much more 
limited standards for use of eminent 
domain. 

Should strict limits be in the constitu- 
tion, or set by law? That seems to be the 
question at stake. Laws can be more eas- 
ily changed than can the state constitu- 
tion as conditions change. Of course, the 


US supreme court supersedes all.

There’s another reason for 
Asian claims about US “cruelty,” 
though, and that’s because our 
government has sometimes acted 
in the past, in a way ordinary 
decent American’s wouldn’t 
approve of. 

There are lots of these covert 
actions, and they create enemies 
Joe Public doesn’t even know 
about. To take just one example, 
few Americans would approve of 
overthrowing the legally-elected 
government of a friendly county. 
Yet that happened in Iran in 
1953. 

This is in a lot of books, but 
Pll quote from “Lifting the Veil” 
by Simpson and Shubart. “After 
the Second World War, Iran was 
increasingly resentful of the 
Anglo-Iranian Oil Company, 
which took the lion’s share of the 
profits.” After Dr. Mohammed

in May 1951. The 
British in 1953 persuaded the 
new administration of President 
Eisenhower to mount a CIA coup 
against the democratically elect- 
ed government.”

Was Mossadeq worth trading for 
the Ayatollah Khomeini? 

We are proud of our country. 
But we can’t change what Ike 
did. Maybe we should remem- 
ber our leaders are only human, 
and humans make mistakes. If 
they make’em in secret, who’s to 
put it right? If they act openly, 
and honestly - we can squawk, 
and be proud of helping them 
hew the path of truth. 

This is not an election plea. 
No matter who wins what in 
Nov., they’re going to be under 
pressure from special interest 
groups. It’s like, if you fish in a 
swamp, the skeeters will be inter- 
ested in you. 

What we, the public, can be 
proud of is that, under the 
American system, we can pres- 
sure our leaders to apply the bug 
repellent of honesty and account- 
ability.

Shelter offers low 
cost shot clinic 


The Animal Shelter of 
Crawford County will host a low 
cost shot clinic on Saturday, 
Nov. 11 as a community service 
to help get more animals vacci- 
nated and dogs licensed. 

“With the new 2007 Crawford 
County dog licenses going on 
sale Nov. 1, we thought this was 
a good time for the shelter to 
give a little back to the commu- 
nity and hold a clinic,” said 
Chery! Postma, Shelter Director. 

Dogs must be rabies vaccinat- 
ed by a licensed veterinarian and 
county licenses purchased by 
Feb: 28, 2007 to take advantage 
of the low cost of $8 for an 
unsexed dog and $15 for an 
intact dog. Beginning March 1, 
license fees increase to $25, 
regardless of whether or not a 
dog is spayed or neutered. 

Dr. Donna Simons, DVM, of 
Simons Veterinary Clinic in 
Elmira, and her staff have agreed 
to partner with the shelter for 
this clinic. For years, Dr. 
Simons has been helping low 
income people in this communi- 
ty, and beyond, afford to keep 
their pets by offering her servic- 


- es at reduced prices, 


“We would hate to have some- 
one give up or abandon their 
beloved pet just because they 
didn’t have the resources to have 
them properly vaccinated and 
licensed,” said Postma. “That 
would be so sad for the pet to be 
displaced and heartbroken. 
Many people who are on a fixed 
income, especially our seniors, 
absolutely need the companion- 
ship their pets provide. We want 
to help keep those pets with the 


people who have loved and cared 
for them, and this clinic ts a good 
way to help.” 

The clinic will be held Nov. 11 
from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. in the for- 
mer Heirloom Antique Mall, 
next to the Crawford County 
Avalanche, on Michigan Avenue 
in Grayling. Appointments for 
vaccination and testing services 
are mandatory and can be made 
by calling Postma at (989) 348- 
4117. Leave a message if neces- 
sary. 

For dogs, the following prices 
will be charged: rabies vaccine - 
$11; annual parvo/distemper 
booster - $14; heartworm testing 
- $20; identification micro-chip- 
ping - $22. 

For cats, the following prices 
will be charged: rabies vaccine - 
$8; annual distemper booster - 
$8; annual booster with feline 
leukemia vaccine - $14; feline 
leukemia test - $13; identifica- 
tion micro-chipping - $22. 

Crawford County dog licenses 
will also be on sale at the clinic. 
Proof of current rabies vaccina- 
tion from a licensed veterinarian 
must be presented at the time of 
license purchase. 

“With this clinic, the big job of 
vaccinating and licensing a lot of 
pets can be accomplished,’ said 
Postma. “Once that is done, we 
can’t say enough about how 
important it is to make sure your 
pets don’t leave the house with- 
out their collars and identifica- 
tton tags on, especially their 
county license. It’s the best way 
to help them find their way home 
if they should become separated 
from you.”

The important relationship 
we possess is not through human 
religious rituals, but by God’s 
divine work within our hearts as

Finally, God refutes in Romans 
3:31 any claim that there is contra- 
diction or conflict between the Old 
Testament and New Testament 
scriptures concerning God’s justi- 
fication or salvation.

Proposal 06-1: A proposed 
constitutional amendment to 


require that money held in con- 
servation and recreation funds 
can only be used for their 
intended purposes. 

The proposed constitutional 
amendment would: 

Create a Conservation and 
Recreation Legacy Fund within 
the Constitution and establish 
existing conservation and recre- 
ation accounts as components of 
the fund. 

Use current funding sources 
such as state parks entrance and 
camping fees; snowmobile, ORV 
and boating registration fees; 
hunting and fishing license fees; 
taxes and other revenues to fund 
accounts. 

Establish the current Game and 
Fish Protection Fund and the 
Nongame Fish and Wildlife Fund 
within the Constitution. 

Provide that money held in 
Funds can only be used for spe- 
cific purposes related to conser- 
vation and recreation and cannot 
be used for any purpose other 
than those intended.

OMH expands 
mammography 
schedule 


October is widely known as 
Breast Cancer Awareness 
Month, At Otsego Memorial 
Hospital, the month is being rec- 
ognized by offering a practical 
solution to busy women. 

“Even though women over 40 
generally recognize the value of 
an annual mammogram, it’s 
often inconvenient to take time 
off work to have the exam,” said 
Stephanie Keck-Fahler, lead 
mammography technologist at 
Otsego Memorial Hospital. “To 
encourage women to schedule 
these important screening tests, 
we're offering appointments on 
Saturdays in October.” 

The screening mammogram 
appointments are scheduled 
through a primary care physician 
office. If you are scheduled for a 
mammogram in October, and a 
Saturday appointment is conven- 
ient for you, please ask your 
physician to order a screening 
mammogram at Otsego 
Memorial Hospital and request a 
Saturday time slot. 

Mammography is used to eval- 


uate any unusual changes in the 
breast. During the exam, the 
breast is compressed and multi- 
ple x-ray images are taken. Ina 
screening mammogram, the 
breast is X-rayed from top to 
bottom and from side to side. A 
diagnostic mammogram, focuses 
in on a particular lump of area of 
abnormal tissue. 

“Mammography is one of the 
best tools available to detect 
breast cancer in its early stages,” 
Keck-Fahler said. 

According to the American 
Cancer Society, only one or two 
mammograins out of every 1,000 
lead to a diagnosis of cancer. 
Approximately 10 percent of 
women will require additional 
mammography. Of those 
women, only 8 percent - 10 per- 
cent will need a biopsy, and 80 
percent of those biopsies will not 
be cancer. 

Annual mammograms are rec- 
ommended for women over 40. 
Women in high risk categories 
may have mammograms at a 
younger age.

The 
grating will allow wheel chairs 
to access the river, the first site 
on the AuSable River and 
Manistee River system that will 
be accessible to the handicapped. 
- Bruce Patrick, the environ- 
mental monitor for Crawford 
County and a member of the 
Mason Griffith Chapter of Trout 
Unlimited, said it is a goal of 
national and state Trout 
Unlimited chapters to provide 
more fishing opportunities for 
handicapped anglers.

Emerald ash borer 
interested only in 
attacking ash trees 


‘ It seems that emerald ash bor- 
‘ers (EAB’s) are rather finicky 
and hard to fool. If they can’t 
jive on an ash tree (Fraxinus 
spp.), they’re not too interested 
in hanging around. 

_ There have been concerns that 
EAB could also infest other 
types of trees, but research at 
Michigan State University 
(MSU) testing EAB preferences 
for tree species other than ash 
‘shows these concerns are proba- 
‘bly unfounded. EAB, an exotic 
‘woodboring pest, has killed more 
‘than 20 million trees in 
Michigan, Ohio, Illinois and 
Indiana to date, most of these in 
‘southeastern Michigan. 

’ “We've done no-choice studies 
in the laboratory with EAB put in 
‘clear plastic boxes with various 
tree species, such as black wal- 
nut, Japanese tree _ lilac, 
American elm, hickory, hackber- 
ry and elm hybrids, which are all 
related in some way to EAB’s 
native host species in Asia and 
could potentially attract EAB,” 
says Andrea Anulewicz, MSU 
entomology graduate student 
working with Deborah 
McCullough, MSU forest ento- 
mologist and primary EAB 
researcher. “The studies show 
that EAB are host-specific, they 
prefer only ash trees.” 

' Anulewicz took this study a 
step further by putting EAB in 
cages surrounding live trees to 
see if live trees of various species 
were more appealing than cut 
limbs. It didn’t make any differ- 
ence, an ash was an ash, and 
that’s what EAB want. 

5 “They may lay eggs on the 


other tree species because they 
have no other choice, but the 
eggs either don’t hatch or the 
hatched larvae can’t survive on 
other tree species,” Anulewicz 
says. | 

Not only do EAB prefer ash, 
but they seem to like certain ash 
tree species more than others. 

“City foresters in southeastern 
Michigan areas said they noticed 
that green ash seemed to be pre- 
ferred by EAB more than white 
ash,” Anulewicz. says. “Our 
studies also suggest that green 
ash seems to be the most pre- 
ferred, followed by white ash. 
White ash infestations increased 
in areas where green ash were 
declining. In two of the areas 
studied consisting of white and 
blue ash, only after the white ash 
were completely infested by 
EAB did they then switch to blue 
ash. The blue ash seems to put 
up more of a fight than other ash 
species, but EAB shows no 
mercy. Black ash are also hit 
hard by EAB.” 

Anulewicz notes that the speed 
in which EAB kills an ash tree 
seems to depend on the amount 
of stress the tree is under and the 
site conditions. EAB will attack 
a stressed ash tree first, then 
move to other ash in the area, 
regardless of stress. 

“EAB are fascinating, “ she 
says. “I was amazed at how 
utterly destructive they are. 
‘Pest’ is not a big enough word 
for thém.”

‘Michigan National Guard

As the Michigan Army and Air 
National Guard head into week 
two of their new fiscal year, they 
bring with them record-level 
recruiting numbers.

One in strength-averages for the 
first time since 1983 and has main- 
tained the top position for 33 
straight weeks.

_ Currently the strength (total 
number of soldiers) of the 
Michigan Army National Guard is 
8,910, nearly 500 more than the 
Oct. | goal. 

The Michigan Air National 
Guard has carried a 100 percent- 
plus strength since 2003. Their 
numbers slowly climbed after a 

riod in the late 1990s when they 
sat stagnate at 88 percent strength 
and lagged behind most other 
states. 

. “I think our success is based on 
many positive factors,” said Maj. 
Gen, Thomas G. Cutler, adjutant 
general of the Michigan National 
Guard. “But it often comes down 
to word of mouth and the testi- 
monies of our soldiers and airmen 
that convince people to join.

The National Guard Bureau, 
yesterday, released numbers also 
showing growth.

State conducts 500 recall 
audits in conjunction with

The Michigan Department of 
Agriculture (MDA), in coopera- 
tion with its federal food safety 
and industry partners, conducted 
more than 500 recall audits checks 
ensuring potentially contaminated 
fresh-bagged spinach is removed 
from store shelves and disposed of 
appropriately, MDA regularly 
assists federal agencies when 
large food recalls occur that 
impact Michigan consumers. 

“The state of Michigan, with its 
local and federal partners, are 
committed to protecting our 
State’s food supply from farm to 
fork,” said Mitch Irwin, MDA 
director. “Our collaborative 
response to this incident allowed 
us to act quickly and efficiently in 
removing this product from 
Michigan stores.” . 

On Sept. 18, MDA food staff 
responded to the spinach recall by 
conducting nearly five hundred 
contacts of retail food facilities 
and grocery chain corporate 
offices across the state. Staff 
completed the recall audits within 
24-hours. 

The department conducted two 
seizures of recalled product at the 
retail level and the distributor’s 
home state department of agricul- 
ture was notified. During these 
contacts, most retailers verified 
they had taken steps to pull the 
product off the shelves immedi- 
ately. 

Local health departments, ‘its 
conduct restaurant food safety 
inspections, have been making 
sure that fresh-bagged spinach is 
removed from menus. To date, 
local health departments are 
reporting that there is no evidence 
recalled products being sold. 

MDA is working with industry, 
local health departments, MI 
Department of Community Health 
and federal officials on product 
tracebacks implicated in the four 
Michigan confirmed illnesses. As 
patients’ case history is provided, 
MDA .contacts the place of pur- 
chase to obtain shipping records.

The AUTHORITY and any of its 
CONSTITUENT MUNICIPALITIES and 
any other municipality shall have authori- 
ty, if provided by the terms of any con- 
tract, to acquire, construct, improve, 
enlarge or extend a sewage disposal sys- 
tem and/or water supply system, to pro- 
vide for the same and purchase of a 
Hae disposal system and/or water sup- 
ply system from such entities, and after 
the execution of such contract or con- 
tracts, the AUTHORITY shall have the 
authority to issue self-liquidating revenue 
bonds in accordance with the provisions 
of Act 94, Public Acts of Michigan, 1933, 
as amended, or any other act providing 
for the issuance of revenue bonds, which 
bonds shall be payable solely from the 
revenues of the sewage disposal system 
and/or water supply system.
